CATBSAUQUA, Pa., April 24.—The 
large new building of the Unioorn Silk 
Manufacturing company at this place 
was disooyered to be on fire at 6 o'clock 
this morning. The alarm was quickly 
sounded, but owing to the hour, the fire 
companies, which are composed of vol- 
unteer workmen from the different fur- 
nace and mills, and under the impres 
sion that the whistles were merely call- 
ing them to their. day's labor,, did 
not respond until the fire had a headway 
of about twenty xninutes. 


Upon the arrival of the fire engines at 
the fcene there was another dielay in 
procuring a suflScient supply of water. 
By the time the firemen had succeeded 
in* obtaining sufficient power to throw 
streams on the burning stmcture it was 
one mass of flames.' The heat was in- 
tense, but notwithstanding this the 
firemen worked like beavers in the hope 
of saving the stora rooms and engine 
house. 


While busily engaged in their efforts 
to check the flames an explosion .of 
some vitriol and other acids stored on 
the premises took place. The concus- 
sion shook the ground and shattered 
the buil|ling. Before the firemen could 
retrea^ several of their number were 
caught by the falling walls and many 
others were injured by the flying debris. 
The firemen directed several streams 
upon that part of the burning ntins 
under which 
their companions lay 
buried, and the work of rescue was at 
once begun.

There are two persons still in the 
ruins. Their names are not known. 
Many persons, spectators and otherff, 
were injured slightly by flying particles. 


The fire is supposed to- have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion in 
one of the packing rooms. At eleven 
o'clock the fire was under control. The 
headquarters of the company are at 330 
Luene street. New York. The total loss 
is placed at $110,000, divided as follows: 
Building, $50,000; machinery, $85,000; 
and stock, $25,000, partially insured.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The house 
committee on the Pacific railroad com- 
pleted its consideration of the Pacific 
railroad bill to-day, and instructed the 
chah'man to have the bill with the 
amendments agreed to, and printed in 
time to be laid before the committee for 
action St its next meeting.

The (Striking Carpenters Continue 
Their Work of Proselyting- 
Preparing for May 1st. 


CHICAGO, April 24.—The striking car- 
penters continue their work of proselyt- 
ing among the few non-union men in 
town and those who daily arrive from 
other cities. The telephonic reports to 
the strikers' headquarters to-day from 
different parts of the city all agree that 
no building work of any considerable 
amount, is being done. 


It was rumored among the men this 
morning that the building boss^ would 
anticipate the proposed general strike 
by a total suspension of business Satur- 
day night next.

The men, who went out on a de- 
mand that 7,000 brick shall constitute a 
day's work, have practically won the 
fight. 
Yesterday afternoon many of 
the yards resumed work, the proprietors 
conceding the demands of the men. 


CoNNELLSviLLE, Pa., April 24.—To- 
day the sixty days' notice given by the 
coal miners and coke workers of the 
Smithtpn district expired and a strike 
bringing out over 1,000 men is on. 


The demand of the miners is for the 
recognition of the Columbus scale of 
prices for mining at all works in the dis- 
trict. This is 74o per ton. The present 
price ranges from 40 to 60o per ton. 
The strikers are well ^organized and a 
protracted struggle is anticipated. 


MILWAUEIJE, April 24.—As the result 
of action taken last night the carpenters 
of the city will probably strike May 1st. 
The contracting carpenters association 
met last evening and after a long dis- 
cussion it was decided not to grant the 
eight hour day. The decision was a 
surprise as it was generally believed 
that the association would grant the 
demands of the men. 


BiKBiuret TWISIE. 


A Factory Will be Established at the 
Minnesota tétate Prison. 


Sr. PAUL, April 24.—President Hall, 
of the Farmers' Alliance, has succeeded 
in having the question of the manufac- 
ture of binding twine by convicts re- 
opened. A committee sent east by the 
last legislature to visit the various 
branches of the binding-twine trust, re- 
ported on their return that the scheme 
was entirely impracticable on account 
of the immense cost of constructing a 
plant and, because binding twine could 
not be successfully 
made 
from 
flax and the labor would be unprofit- 
able, as it would come in competition 
with the veJy cheapest class of labor— 
women and girls. So successfully did 
the Farmers' alliance president refute 
these statements yesterday that the 
governor appointed a committee to make 
another investigation and report to him 
upon the practicability and desirability 
of establishing a twine factory at the 
state prison. 
This commission will go 
east early in May and make a thorough 
investigation. 


HUTCHISON, Kan., April 24.—In an 
interview, B. H. Clover, president of 
the Farmer's Alliance, of Kansas, said 
that had the interview with Senator 
Ingalls, published in a New York paper,

BEBLIN, April 24.—The railway em- 
ployes have been warned not to absent 
themselves from their posts of duly on 
May 1, on pain of dismissal in the event 
of disobedience. 


WABSAW, Russia, April 24.—An anti- 
Semitic mob numbering 4,000 persons 
after invading the government of 
Siedlccj Galicia, sacked the shops and 
dwellings of the Jewish residents. The 
troops were call out and eleven persons 
were killed and many wounded. 


PARIS, April 24.—^It is stated that the 
Duke of Oj^eang has refused to accept 
his liberty on the terms imposed by the 
government. It is also expected that 
the young duke will, while yet in 
prison, marry his cousin, the Princess 
Maiguerite de Chartres. 


STBASBOUBG, April 25.—On his arrival 
here to-day from Oldenburg, Emperor 
William was welcomed by the burgo- 
master and the members of the muni- 
cipal council.

large new building of the Unicorn Silk 
Manufacturing company at this place 
was discovered to be on fire at 6 o'clock 
this morning.
